Sim: In your Sunday issue there is a notice of 
my recovery from a recent severe attack of brain- 
fever, and then is added: It is said that reli- 
gious theories had much to do with the afflio- 
tion.“ As there have been several notices from 
time to time of the nature and cause of my 
illness, Which, to say the least, were based only 
upon flying rumors, such as any community can 
furnish at short notice, I trust you will allow 
me space for a true statement of the case. 

While I have been able to do the work of a 
pastor, without any interruption from sickness, 
for several years, yet my general health has not 
been good, being rather inclined to biliousness, 
and especially has this been the case during the 
summer, and this, in addition to an increased 
anxiety om account of the state of my wife's 
health, who is subject to a lung-difficalty, had 
worn upon me more than I was aware, until it 
culminated at lastin asevere attack of brain- 
fever, the usual delirium of which lasted me 
from a Saturday night until the next Tuesday 
morning, during which time I presume I said 
many things which I would not have said had I 
been in my right mind; but I was not aware 
that a man’s utterances during an attack of 
brain-fever were to be taken as evidence of

PREVENTION OF FIRES. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune : 

Sim: As your papersince July 14 has con- 
taincd many plans for the protection of Chi- 
cago from future blazes, some appearing to have 
merit, others quite visionary, but nearly all in- 
volving such outlay of public money as to make 
the cure nearly as great an evilas the disease, 
without further comment on the plans already 
before you we offer ours, which w to select such 
sites in the inflammable parts of thecity, as 
practical fire-fighters will conside key positions. 
Agree upon a regulation building, variedin di- 
mensions to suit the locality, whose walls shal! 
be of certain material, height, and thickness, 
roof and shutters fire-proof,—in fact, a building 
that as near as may be will be a bar to fire from 
either direction. 

Then offer to the owners of these sites such 
inducements as shall cause the erection of this 
class of buildings. As arule I think a loan of 
the whole or three-fourths of the amount neces- 
sary to put up sueh buildings, at a rate of inter- 
est of 5.or 7 per ceut and on, ten years’, time 
would secure their erection at nine-tenths of the 
designated places within twelve months. It 
seems to the writer that the increase of tax 
values, the decrease of fire-taxes (expenses) and 
rates of insurance incident to this plan, would 
justify the outlay, not mentioning its effect’ on 
the city’s appearance. \ West Sk.

CRIMINAL COURT. 

The September term of this Court opened 
yesterday morning with Judge Rogers, of the 
Circuit Court, on the Deuch. Before the ar- 
raigament of the prisoners who were indicted 
by the last Grand Jury, and who are atill in cus- 
tody to plead, State’s-Attorney Reed called the 
attention of the Court to the fact that an in- 
dictment had been found against William Jones, 
alias Canada Bill,“ for obtaining money by the 
three-card-monte game, which, under the 
statute of ghe State, was puuishable by impris- 
onment in the Penitentiary. The officers were 
unable to ascertain the whereabouts of this 
notorious swindler. Mr. Reed further stated 
that the chief prosecuting witness, a Mr. John- 
son, of Kaneae, who had been swindled by this 
fellow, was held to appear against him, and, not 
being able to give surety, had been confined in 
jail for the past ten days, and he thought it 
proper Mr. Johnson should be released. The 
gentleman was brought before His Honor and 
released from custody on his own recognizance 
of $200 to return and appear against the person 
who robbed him of his money should the monte- 
thief ever bo arrested. Mr. Johnson evidently 
concluded that Chicago is a place where justice 
is obtained under difliculties, Still, the officers 
of the court cannot be blamed so much as the 


law itself. 

Having disposed of this matter, the Court and 
the State’s Attorney proceeded to the arraign- 
ment. Eighty-seven prisoners were présented 
before the bar of justice to plead to the indict- 
ments returned against them. The list included 
men and women of various ages, and of all na- 
tionalities. The crimes with which they stood 
accused ran from assault with intent to kill dowa 
to petty 2 The majority entered the 
plea of Not guilty.” Out of this class there 
were a few who furnished bail and were released 
from custody. 


The W pleaded guilty: John Mueller, 
larceny; William Dunn, burglary; Jobn 
Colts and H. B. Moore, larcovy ; Mary Regan, 
larceny ; Samuel Elzas, larceny ; Frank Frink. 
larceny; James Luby, larceny; Frederick 
Miller, larceny; John Jackson, burglary ; 
Frederick Miller, assault with intent to do bodily 
injury; William Anderson, larceny, and they 
were remanded, 

The following pleaded guilty to larceny and 
were sentenced to the County Jail: John 
Murphy, 10 days ; James Martin, 20 days; Peter 
MeCann, 5 days; Louis Lyman, 20 days; 
James Gleason, 20 days; Michael Leahey, 20 
days; Maggie Wells, 5 days, and Charles Page, 
on the same piea, was sent to the Reform 
School for two years. 

A petit jury was called for the term, but only 
seven of the parties who had been drawn 
responded to thecall. The Court then ordered 
a special venire to fill up the panel returnable 
this morning.

A Tempestuous Scene with Twenty- 
Twe Chinese Girlse--John Perpe-«- 
trates a Huge Practical Joke. 

From the San Francis Bulletin, Ang. . 

The Sau Francisco Chinaman is fond of a grim 
joke. A cargo of eighty-nine Celestial females 
arrived in that city last week, ranging from 9 to 
90 years of age, and of hues varying from the 
cream-tint of note-paper to a er-brown. 
The Commissioner became satisfied of tiie rea- 
sonable respectability of a majority of these fe- 
males, and allowed them to debark ; but twen- 
ty-two of the more presentable of ‘the squad, 
whose antecedents failed to pass muster, were 
held to await an investigation. 

Meantime, one Chung Lung, sa trafficker in 
sin, petitioned the Supreme Court for a writ of 
habeas corpus, that he might gain for himself 
aud his friends the twenty-two women whom the 
Commissioner had deemed it best to detain. A 
Sheriff's officer escorted the females in dispute 
down-stairs to the main entrance of the Ci 
Hall, intending to proceed direct to the jail wi 
them. As they filed out upon the sidewalk, 
they were met by a Chinaman of shrewd 
countenance, who addressed a few words to 
the eldest of the party with a most mysterious 
air. She uttered s piercing scream, and 
rushed back into the corridor, foliowed by 
all who bed passed beyond the entrance. Her 
face turned to a bianc-mange color, and her form 
quivered with emotion, wlule a few words were 
rapidiy exchanged between the women. Tien 
came a scene Of a most exciting character. The 
twenty-two women avrieked and cried as if — 
in the path of the Juggernaut, aud 

rfect tempest in the neighborhood. They 

uddied — against the wall, and vétusel 
te move out of doors. Reinforcements came 
from the Sheriff's office, and a squad of police 
officers appeared upon the scene. Then a cor- 
don was formed around the females to keep off 
the crowd, which was rapidiy augmenting. 

Every effort was used to convince them that 
they were going toa good place, and that no 
harm was intended; but they stood at bay, and 
would not be suppressed. 

Mayor Otis opportunely entered the building, 
and at his suggestion the door of his office was 
thrown open and they were requested to enter. 
It required a good deal of pushing and hauling 
to force them into these apartments. The Rev. 
Mr. Gibson and others, who speak the Chinese 
language, attempted to quiet their apprehen- 
sions, but all to no purpose. By this time the 
street in front of the ball was crowded with peo- 
ple, drawn hither by the unusual commotion. 
Lawyers deserted the court-rooms to learn 
what was going on, andthe Police Jadge, not 
understanding the situation, dispatched the veu-

one of the representatives abroad of the 
American people has been brought before a 
French court on a charge of procuring money 
on false representations. The person’s name is 
Charles Perkins. He was formerly United 
States Consul at Lisbon.

His crime is not an unusual one for 
latter-day American officials, and he was doubt- 
less inclined to it before leaving the service of 
his country. 


Arabian ports on the Red Sea are said to be in- 
fected with the plague. Civilized people, and 
especially the residents of cities, have come to 
regard the recurrence of mysterious and fatal 
epidemic diseases as a contingency too remote 
for caiculation. But it is only three years since 
we all thought modern invention had secured us 
against anything like a repetition of the Great 
Fire in London; aud the self-sufficiency of that 
opinion has been demonstrated. 


Tune Governor of Minnesota has directed the 
Attorney General to proceed against ex-Auditor 
MclIirath, and all persons implicated with him 
in the alleged embezzlement of public moneys, 
to the full extent of the law. Mr. Mellrath, in 
the meantime, is content with his demand for a 
suspension of public opinion, apparently con- 
sidering that a very desirable thing to have. He 
ought to be informed that public opinion can- 
not be suspended very long at a time ; and then 
not without serious damage to the reputation of 
The steamer Faraday is now crossing the 
ocean from the East, and laying in its course the 
new direct cable from the Irish to the American 
coast.

The Arkansas Constitutional Convention, hav- 
ing completed the work for which it was chosen, 
yesterday adopted a series of resolutions con- 
cerning the recent outrages in the South. The 
Convention is, or at least believes itself to be, 
composed of representative men; and its senti- 
ments, therefore, have peculiar interest at this 
time. The members of the Convention are en- 
tirely on the side of law and order, saying: 
„We do, and will forever, reprobate and un- 
qualifiedly condemn lawlessness, violence, and 
outrage, wheresoever and whensoever found ; 
and we demand, in the name of the State, equal 
protection, equal justice, and equal rights to all, 
from the highest to the lowest, and without re- 
gard to race, color, or previous condition.” 


Mr. Albert Keep, President of the Northwest- 
ern Railroad Company, has addressed a letter to 


the Wisconsin Commissioners with a view to 


correcting a misstatement recently made by 
Gov. Taylor at a Grangers’ picnic. The Governor 
said, giving the Commissioners as his author- 
ity, that compliance with the Potter law, busi- 
ness remaining the same as last year, would not 
cost the Northwestern Company more than 5 
per cent of ite gross earnings, Mr. Keep as- 
serts that, under the conditions mentioned, the 
Company would lose 25 per cent of its gross 
earnings ; and, to the end that the Commission- 
ers may be satisfied of the truth of his state- 
ments, he invites them to inspect the books of 
the Company at the general office in this city. 
The proposition is apparently made in 
good faith. It affords the Commission- 
ers an opportunity which they cannot 
well refuse, to acquire some information 
touching the interests which they have under- 
taken to control. It should be observed, how- 
ever, that the specific issue between Gov. Tay- 
lor and Mr. Keep is very far from being vital. 
The question suggested by the railroad controver 
sy is not so much one of amount as of kind. It 
is whether the State of Wisconsin has the moral 
right to appropriate any part of the earnings of 
a corporation; not whether it has actually appro- 
priated more than 5 per cent of the Northwest- 
ern Company’s earnings. 


SHORT CROPS AND HIGH TARIFFS. 

Now that there is a short crop in oate and 
corn, and while wheat is selling lower than it 
has sold for years, leaving the whole agricultural 
community with reduced means to purchase the 
necessaries of life, to pay taxes, and, if in debt, 
to pay interest, it is an appropriate time to con- 
sider where they may make good a part of their 
losses. 

The cost of producing the short crops of 

oate and corn and the low-priced wheat has been 
as great as if there bad been a plentiful harvest. 
The taxes have been thr same, the interest on 
the borrowed money and on the investment has 
been no less. Theexpense for repairs and re- 
newals bas in no wise decreased; and now, at 
the close of the year’s labor, these producers find 
that they have to meet ail the expenditures with 
not much over one-half or two-thirds of the 
products of ah ordinary season. How 
can they make two-thirds in 1874 go as 
far as the entire proceeds in 1873, 
when every cent was needed last year to 
meet the current expenses ? While there is no 
way to increase the receipts, perhaps there may 
de a way of reducing expenditures. The farmer 
has to purchase all the necessaries of life not 
produced on the farm. After paying his taxes 
and the interest on his debt and the wages of 
his laborers, it takes all the rest to meet un- 
avoidable expenses. He has to purchase cotton 
and woolen clothing for himself and family. He 
has to purchase at least one pair of biankets for 
his house. He has to renew the losses and 
breakage in household furniture,—his glass, 
crockery, earthenware, and cooking yjpnsils. 
He has to give a coat of paint to his house. He 
has to buy boots and shoes and hosiery for him- 
self and family. He has to buy some new har- 
ness and other leather goods. He has to pay a 
bill at the blacksmith’s for shoeing his horses, 
and for putting new tires on his wagon wheels, 
These are unavoidable expenses. They absorb, 
in nine cases out of ten, all that is left of the 
proceeds of the year’s labor, after paying taxes, 
wages, and interest. If the proceeds of the 
crop fall short one-third, how are these neces- 
sary articles to be obtained ? 

The law of the United States places on each 
and every one of these articles a special tax, not 
for the support of the Government, but as a 
bounty or subsidy to certain privileged classes. 
The extent of this taxis more wide-spread than 
farmers generally suppose. On all these articles 
of indispensable necessity there in an average 
tax of 50 per cent. Assuming that a farmer, 
after paying his taxes, and his wages, and his 
interest, has the sum of $1,008 left, with which 
to purchase these indispensable articles, and 
that he expended that sum in 1873, his money 
was thus applied: 


Paid actual value of goodg purchased 
Paid tax on same, 50 per cent 


Assuming that in 1874 the net proceeds in cash 
will be one-third less, and the proceeds applied 
as far as they goto the same purpose, we have 
this result: 

Actual value of goods purchased 


Tax on the same, 50 per cent 


Now, if this tax were paid to the United States, 
to be used in meeting the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment, interest or principal of the public debt, 
or even the back pay of Senators and members 
of Congress, there would be some kind of a 
pretext for ita payment; but when it is remem- 
bered that not a penny of this tax is received by 
the United States, but is all collected by so-called 
infant industries,” principally in the Eastern 
States, who have been voted this beunty by Con- 
gress, the justice of the tax is less evident. 

Last winter the Senators and Representati 
in Congress, after six months’ deliberation, 
declared they had no time to attend to a reduc- 
tion of this tax; and they postponed it until 
after the elections, just as their predecessors 
have done for ten years; after the elections, 
nothing more has ever been heard of the matter. 
Any farmer can understand that if this tax of 50 
per cent on everything he has to purchase were 
repealed it would offset the loss of one-third of 
the crops, and in years when there is a full crop 
would leave him a handsome surplus with which 
to pay debts or add to his comforts. 
There never was so favorable a time for pressing 
the repeal of this exorbitant protective tax as now. 
Out of the nineteen Congressmen who are te be 


| elected in Illinois thie year, only three can be 
elected except by the votes of the farmers. 
Several of these candidates are loud-mouthed 
about the sufferings of the blacks at the South 


who are denied social equality; yet many of 
these men, in their places in Congress, by their 
speeches and by their votes, have opposed the 
repeal or reduction of this bounty-tax, and, if 
re-elected, will vote to make it perpetual. Let 
the farmers, who pay $2.50 tax on every $5 
actual worth of clothing they buy, take the oo- 
casion this year of defeating every candidate for 
Congress who will not pledge himself to vote for 
the repeal of all protective taxes,—the repeal of 
all taxes save those levied exclusively for the 
revenue of the Government. There never was 
80 fitting a time to demand the repeal of these 
taxes as now, when the agricultural population 
have sustained such a heavy loss.

TEE LATE GRAND-JURY INVESTIGATION. 

In view of the abortive efforts of the Grand 
Jury to bring certain county officers to a legal 
accountability for corruption in office, and in 
view of the fact that the investigation was de- 
feated by what the Grand Jury declares to be 
false wearing, it becomes a matter of great 
public concern whether society does not need 
some additional and more effectual measures for 
its protection. Here is a case where the Grand 
Jury declare in express terms that there was un- 
doubted corruption, and yet, so perjured were 
the witnesses, that there was no prospect of a 
conviction, and @o the officials escaped even a 
trial. The City of New York was similarly 
governed a few years ago. Corruption was the rule, 
extending even to the control ef Grand Juries 
and courts of justice. It required a moral revo- 
lution to break up the iniquity, and out of that 
revolution came an actof the Legislature which 
provided in substance that, whenever any three 
or five responsible citizens shall make formal 
complaint of corruption against any public 
officer, high or low, and file the same in any 
court of record, the Court shall thereupon order 
an investigation. In this investigation the 
Whole power of the Court is given to compel the 
attendance of persons and papers, and the 
official records of the accused are subjected to 
scrutiny. Even the officer himself is compelled 
to appear and be examined. The law provides 
that if the charges be not sustained the ac- 
cusers shall pay the costs of the proceedings. 
If the charges be sustained, then the officer has 
to pay the costs of the investigation, and is sub- 
ject to immediate removal. He is also iiable to 
any further penalties which the law may attach 
tothe crime. But the great end is accomplished 
of exposing the corruption and having the dis- 
honest officer removed from the trust he has 
betrayed. 

We have in this city an organization of citi- 
zens having the very commendable purpose of 
exercising a vigilant scrutiny of ali municipal 
matters, to the end that fraud and corruption may 
be prevented, and honesty and economy pro- 
moted. The inability of the Grand Juryin the 
recent investigation to bring the guilty te trial 
shows how futile must be the efforts of the 
Citizens’ Association under the present state of 
the law. Can that organization, therefore, do 
better than to address themselves to the task of 
having a law enacted in this State similar to that 
of New York? Under such a law, investigation 
follows promptly after accusation, and redress, 
in the way of the dismissal of the guilty officer, 
can be had without delay. The first thing needed 
when an officer is detected m maifeasance 
is his removal. That is essential to the protec- 
tion of the public. If the power of removal ex- 
isted now, who would question the justice of 
ejecting the guilty County Commissioners ? 
Who is there to object to such a law and to such 
a measure for the protection of the public? No 
honest officer will ever hesitate to have his af- 
fairs investigated; on the contrary, he will al- 
ways court such investigation. The fact that an 
officer refuses to have his transactions investi- 
gated furnishes the best reason in the world 
why such investigation should take plae. Un- 
der this law in New York, several dishonest offi- 
cers have been exposed and removed. Without 
such a law, they, like our County Commission- 
ers, would have defied the public, and continued 
their villainy to the end. With such a law 
in this State, every public officer will be con- 
stantly menaced with an investigation. Office- 
holding may become less profitable, but it will 
be more honorable. In this city such a law, 
backed by a vigilant Citizens’ Association, will 
be an ever-present admonition against crime. 
With such a law, the late City Treasurer could 
have been brought into vourt, with all his bank- 
books and all the bank officers, any day in the 
year, and compelled to make a full disclosure, 
and the City of Chicago would now be three or 
four hundred thousand dollars better off. 


HOW TO HAVE A SECRETARY OF THE 
TREASURY. 

Mr. Gamaliel Bradford, of Boston, has sug- 
gested a plan for the accomplishment of that 
most desirable end,—a definite financial policy. 
He would have the English system of Ministerial 
responsibility adopted, so far as the Secretary of 
the Treasury is concerned. 

At present, this official is little else than a 
head-clerk while Congress is in session. The 
House committees arrange about taxation and 
appropriations and map out a general financial 
policy. The House ratifies it, and the Secretary 
does as he is bid. During the Congressional 
vacations he does what he wishes. A Boutwell 
issues a few millions of shinplasters to move 
the crops,” and syndicates the public debt to suit 
himself. A Richardson resumes specie-pay- 
ments, $5atatime. The result of all this is 
that we have no fixed policy. Our temporary 
makeshifts are patched up, in the odd mo- 
ments of a busy session, by this or that 
committee, and the man nominally in charge of 
our finances is little more than aecashier. There 
are incidental evils. The question of finance is 
not regarded from a national point of view. 
Every man concerned in settling it is busily 
thinking of the probable effect of this or that 
measure, not upon the country, but upon his own 
constituency. It is not handled by men to whom 
it is the great object. It is one of many things 
that claim their attention. It is not handled by 
men trained to finance. Alexander Hamilton is 
not reproduced in the average Congressman, but 
this average man, under the present system, de- 
cides what makeshift shali bridge over the vaca- 
tion. To secure the essentials of good financial 


representation, individual talent, and skill, Mr. 
Bradford suggests this pian: “ conversion 
of the nominal into the real of the 
finances, the admission of the Secretary of the 
Treasury to the floor of Congress, with the right 
and duty of taking part in debate, and subjeo- 
tion to what the French call interpellation. 
Such a Secretary would receive estimates of 
necessary expenses from all Heads of Depart- 
ments. He could increase or diminish these, if 


he wished. He would prepare o balance-chest 


and submit it to the House. If it showed a 
probable surplus, he would recommend the re- 
mission of certain taxes, or the retirement of a 
certain amount of greenbacks, or the increase of 
certain expenditures. If it showed a probable 
deficit, he would recommend an increase of taxa- 
tion upon some article or articles, or a de- 
crease in expenditure. The financial debate 
would be confined to this one plan. Any member 
of the House could suggest aa amendment. The 
Secretary would signify hie seceptance or re- 
jection of it. If he rejected it and the House 
maintained it, he would resign, and the Presi- 
dent would appoint his successor. So, too, if 
his whole plan were ultimately rejected, he 
would resign. This plan would place power and 
responsibility in the hands of the Secretary of 
the Treasury. ‘Trained financiers would be 
called to the place. Their recommendations 
would enlighten Congress. Continuity of plan, 
so far as it is needed, would be secured by the 
necessity imposed upon each Secretary of show- 
ing why he departed from his predecessors’ 
plan, if he did so. The utmost publicity would 
attend the final formation of the plan. Ita un- 
amended draft would be constructed by a man 
representing the whole nation, and therefore 
thinking only of the interests of the whole 
nation, Thus the essentials of financial ad- 
ministration, as enumerated by Mr. Bradford, 
would be compassed. 

The theory, om a larger scale, has worked like a 
charm in England. Guizot and Thiers have both 
praised u there without stint. A writer whom 
Mr. Bradford quotes speaks of the principle of 
Ministerial responsibility as the latent essence 
aud effectual secret” af the English Constitu- 
tion. May, im his Constitutional History of 
England,” speaks of it im equally high terms. 
We ought not to imitate our British brethren, 
who are apt to reject anything that is American, 
by rejecting this theory because it is English. 
If, as Mr. Bradford claims, it would bring order 
ont of confusion, establish a fixed, wise policy, 
and so take us one step nearer speeie-payments, 
the sooner we have it the betters. Ita adoption 
would not be difficult if public men would tacitly 
consent to u. If they should do so, a mere change 
in the business arrangements of the Treasury 
Department, and of the House Committees on 
Ways and Means and Appropriations, would 
effect it. But rf they should oppose the idea, 
as they probably would, a constitutional amend- 
ment would be needed.

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THE NEW CONSTITUTION OF ARKANSAS. 

The Arkansas Constitutional Convention, 
elected on June 30 and comvened July 14 ad- 
journed yesterday, and its work wiil be submitted 
toa vote of the people om Oct. 13. The pro- 
posed new Constitution is not an elaborate and 
intricate document, like that recently rejected in 
Ohio, but is as economical of words as the re- 
formed State Government under it is designed 
to be economical of money. The framers of it 
are practical men, a majority of them farmers, 
and they have not assumed that ali the possible 
virtues of this or the mext generation hved in 
them and would perish without them. On the 
subject of the Ciayton-Holford bonds (#$11,000,- 
000), for which the State received no considera- 
tion, and of the ultimate repudiation of which 
there is no doubt, the Convention declined to 
declare itself, because unwilling to burden the 
Constitution or to impose restraint upon future 
Legisiatures, and because judicial proceedings 
to wipe out the bonds are . preferred 
to a mere edict of the people thereon. 
An election will also be held on Oct. 13, of Gov- 
ernor, Legislature, Judges, and all subordinate 
elective officers provided for in the new Constitu- 
tion, and the Nominating State Convention of 
Conservatives will meet in Little Rock to-day. 
Gov. Baxter wili, without doubt, be nominated, 
and his term of two years under the new Con- 
stitution will just fill out the term of four years 
in which he is now serving under the old 
Constitution. It 1s the purpose of the Clayton- 
Brooks party, calling themselves Republicans, to 
ignore the new Constitution, and to go into an 
election, on Nov. 3, for such officers as should 
then be elected under the old Constitution. 
Their call of a Nominating State Convention at 
Little Rock, Sept. 15, speaks of “ one Baxter, 
pretending to be Governor,” etc.; and this call, 
signed by Powell Clayton, explicitly declares 
that— 

The legality of the proclamation issued by Elisha 
Baxter, and the question as to whether the persons 
who pretended to be and actedas members of the 
General Assembly in May last were in fact such, and 
whether, if they were, they had the power to. calls 
Constitutional Convention, are questions that will ul- 
timately be passed upon by Congress. 

The most reasonable construction to be put en 
this language and purpose of Senator Clayton is 
that he indulges in it for a home market, and to 
let himself down easy. There is not likely to be 
any further reconstruction of Arkansas ex- 
cept such as the people of Arkansas make for 
themselves.

THE SINS OF THE STAGE. 

While churches and theatres exist, the fight 
between some of their representatives will doubt- 
less continue. The pulpit will fire volleys of 
just and unjust reproof at the stage, and the 
stage will retortin kind. It is an error to sup- 
pose that denunciatory sermons defeat their own 
end by the extremes to which their authors are 
apt to go. They do grave harm to true theatri- 
cal interests. Te be sure, they sometimes in- 
crease, rather than diminish, the immediste 
financial returns of the playhouse, inasmuch as 
they advertise the latter widely and swaken the 
sympathy of a large portion of the public for the 
estimable actors who are includedin their sweep- 
ing condemnation of every v of the sock and 
buskio. But they repel the theatre a great 
part of the people whose support is most to be 
desired. The standard of the audience is low- 
ered. As a result, the standard drama is in little 
demand. This phrase has, in fact, become al- 
most a term of reproach. The sensational play 
is found to pay best. It keeps almost entire con- 
trol of the boards, because the men and women 
who would appreciate something better stay 
away. These sermons, therefore, tendto make 
the theatre worse instead of better. Believers 
in the educational mission of the stage must re- 
gret the fact that its undeniable sing tempt and 
almost compel the ministry te attack 
it. It furnishes the weapons that are 
turned against itself. Its great sin is, of 
course, its impurity. This, whether dis- 
played in the play or the lives of the players, has 
ever been the chief ground of attack. So far as 
the average drama is concerned, no candid man 
can repel this charge. The stage is impure. 
Profesaing to hold the mirror up to Nature, it ap- 
parently regards illicit passion as the most 
natural thing in the world. Asa rule, its hero- 
ines either fall or pass through a fiery ordeal of 
temptation miraculously unscathed. This is not 
a true picture of modern society, The large 
majority of people pass through life without 
seducing, or trymg to seduce, or being seduced. 
Yet their lives are not without the materials of 
romances, and n is a pity thet they cannot 


find a sure footiog upon the boards. 
If any one wil take the play-bills 
of last season and run through the titles an- 
nounced, he will find very few dramas the plot 
of which could be discussed ins mixed com- 
pany. There is some excuse for this in a play 
like “The School for Scandal,” which, ss & 
classic, ought to be changed as little as possible, 
and which faithfully depicts the manners and 
morals of a by-gone age. No such excuse ex- 
ists in the case of u play written to-day and 
professing to represent to-day. Society is far 
purer. Yet an innocent, amusing plot like that 
of “She Stoops to Conquer” is rejected for 
some highly-flavored story of sin. 

This reproach should be removed. To remove 
it we need a new school of playwrights, whe wil 
weave plots out of their own brains instead of 
revamping the “ sensations” of the French thea- 
tre. Our authors would be richly repaid, in 
money as well asin the consciousness of well- 
doing, for turning their pens to playwriting. 
Some of them are not wanting in the dramatic 
gift. Aldrich and Higginson ought to be able to 
give us admirable society-dramas. We might 
look to Warner for à sparkling comedy, unless, 
indeed, he means to keep hereafter on the level 
of his and Twain’s “Gilded Age.” Howells 
might dramatize *‘ Their Wedding Journey.” As 
for subjects, America, despite Hawthorne’s half- 
complaint of ite lack of the romantic, is 
rich in the extremes of high and low 
life which are needed for the sharp 
contrasts of the stage. Then, too, our 
play-writers need not confine themselves to their 
own country. They have all the world and all 
history before them, and can cull what they will. 
When they have done their part, and, in fact, 
before they have done it, the public has a duty 
in this matter. If reputable people would 
stay away from disreputable plays and attend 
those that are pure, their action would create a 
healthy demand which would do mach to raise 
the tone of the stage. The needed co-operation 
of managers and players could be safely relied 
upon. Many of the actors would doubtless re- 
joice to be relieved from the necessity of play- 
ing the degrading parts which they are now so 
often forced to fill, and actors and managers 
alike would giadly hail any decided movement 
for the greater dignity of their profession. 


PRINCIPLES OF LIFE-INSURANCE. 

In 1870 the English Parliament passed an act 
requiring the insurance companies doing busi- 
neas in England to submit accounts and state- 
ments at specified times to the Board of Trade 
One hundred and twenty-five companies—all of 
them British—have, m pursuance of that act, 
submitted to the Board revenue accounts and 
balance-sheets. Messrs. Malcolm and Hamilton, 
Assistant Secretaries to the Board, have drawn 
up a report on life insurance which is of un- 
usual interest both to life-iusuranee companies 
and to the general public. A person desirous 
of insuring his life need be no longer puzzled 
what company he should choose; he need not 
depend on the advice of friends, nor on the pros- 
pectuses of the companies themselves; nor base 
his selection on the amount of business 
transacted or the dividends declared. 
His aim should be to choose a com- 
pany that does business on correct principles; 
and what these are Messrs. Malcolm and Hamil- 
ton will inform him. As these gentlemen say, 
the life-insurance business is founded an the 
fact that, though there are few things so un- 
certain as the duration of the life of one indi- 
vidual, observation has proved that the duration 
of the collective life of a large number is practi- 
cally certain.” The longer livers supply by 
their more numerous payments the balance 
which is to be paid over and above the shorter 
livers. Once started, an insurance company 
conducted on ‘true principles needs no large capi- 
tal; and all the money it needs at the beginning 
is enough to enable it to pay expenses until ite 
business increases and to meet the losses conse- 
quent on the death of those who have insured 
with it. When established, the interest on the 
premiums should be sufficient to defray the ex- 
penses and supply the means of paying the 
policies. The safety of an insurfince company, 
granting that ite investments are judicious, de- 
pends on three things: 

1. The rate of mortality employed by it in 
granting the policies. 

2. The rate of interest at which it estimates 
the proceeds of its investments. 

8. The proportion of the premiums which it 
reserves for future expenses and profits. 

A premium consists of two parts,—the net or 
risk premium, or the amount which, invested at 
interest, will just meet the policy, and the 
„loading,“ or the amount set apart for expenses 
and profit. There are two rates of mortality,— 
the true and hypothetical. The true were 
originally constructed to represent actual mor- 
tality, and have been found by experience to 
answer their purpose more or less faithfully.” 
The hypothetical are those in which the rates 
are either known to be or are made fictitiously 
heavy. Actuaries are divided as to which of 
these tables is to be preferred in prac- 
tice. The true tables, so-called, differ among 
themselves; and the Mesars. Malcolm and Ham- 
ilton say that the substitution of one mortality 
table for another may cause a variation in the 
resulting liability of 10 per cent.” It is of the 
utmost importance that a company should use 
tables showing the actual rate of mortality in 
the classes which the company insures. Next to 


pend on the rate of interest which it calculates to 
receive from the investment of ita premiums. 
The report says that on the average the rate of 


very important part of the report is that which 
treats of the of the income reserved 
by the company for the payment of the policies 
as they falldue. A given premium is resolved 
into the following parts: 1. Net premium, the 
part put aside to cover claims. 2. Commission 
to agents. 3. Working expenses. 4. Profit. 
Ageuts’ commissions never come into the hands 
of the companies, and cannot therefore be in- 
cluded by them in assets. For a somewhat sim- 
ilar reason the working expenses cannot be in- 
cluded in assets. Of the profit the report says: 
“If they (the companies) take credit in their 
valuation for any portion of this amount (the 
profits)*they necessarily confer undue benefits 
upon present members to the injury of new 
members, and the process resembles that of s 
spendthrift anticipating for present use the in- 
come to be derived in future years from a settled 
estate.” The net preminm, therefore, alone 
can be included in the assets. Yetin spite of 
this, many of the English companies have sub- 
mitted valuations in which future profits, future 
expenses, and even future commissions have 
been represented as sasets. How reckleasly 
some of the companies axe conducted may be 
infesred from the following statement af the 
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two for Turkey almost adjacent to the wreck 
of the Independencia. 


Prof. Tietjen, of Berlin, and Dr. Schulhof, of 
Vienna, have both been at work upon the calen- 
lation of the orbit of Coggia’s comet, and arrived 
at widely different conclusions. According to 
the first, the comet will return in 8,965 years; 
the second gives its period as 12,184 years. It is 
useless to ask, Who shall decide when doctors 
disagree ? but the ordinary mortal may well be 
pardoned if he wishes that ene or the other of 
these two savants had let the problem alone, 
and so allowed our faith in the aceuracy of 
mathematics to remain unshaken. For all ordi- 
nary purposes one of these periods would have 
suited just as well as the other; but both to- 
gether are simply geable. Why did they do 
it. The disagreement really shows that both of 
these gentlemen have calculated from insuf- 
ficient data. It was stated in Tun Trisune sev- 
eral weeks ago that we must wait for reports of 
observations made in the Southern Hemisphere 
before we can calculate the orbit. The whole 
path is to that portion which the comet traversed 
while visible to us was about as a ecirele 1 mile 
in diameter would be to a single yard of its cir- 
cumference; and the best astronomers can no 
more calculate the orbit of the comet correctly 
from the northern observations than an ordinary 
mechanie could find the centre of the circle from 
measuring the curvature of the above-named 
small segment. x

Tilton’s Suit Against Beecher. 
BEECHER'’S ANSWER TO THE COMPLAINT. 

New Yors, Sept. 7.—The answer of Henry 
Ward Beecher to the complaint of Theodore ‘il- 
ton was received to-day by Beecher’s attorneys, 
and was at once served on plaintiff, together 
with the answer, from the office of 
Tracy, Catlin 4 Brodhead, with a notice 
of trial for the term of court beginning 
the third Monday of September.

Several of the prominent characters in the 
great national scandal are now eojourning in 
New England. and it is just barely possible that 
some of the supplementary scenes of the affair 
may be enacted here during the next few days. 
Mr. Beecher, as is well known, is spending his 
days of vacation up at the Twin Mountain 
House in New Hampshire, far away from the 
hurly-burly of city strifes and metropolitan ex- 
citement, but still within convenient com- 
munication with that outside world which 
has of late taken such a lively inter- 
est in bis moral welfare. He gets the 
daily papers regularly, and of course is not 
oblivious to current events or the drift of public 
opinion. So far as outward appearances are 
concerned, he is one of the most happy and 
serene of all the gay guests among the mountain 
resorts. He mixes in all the social games of 
the season, and none are apparently more jovial 
and entertaining than the distinguished Plym- 
outh tor. This is the story of every one 
who come from the mountains, and the 
writers for the press all agree in denominating 
him one of the most hilarious visitors of the 
season.. Whether all this jollity is real or other- 
wise is a question which has been“ much debated 
during the last few days in a quiet way. Common 
courtesy and deceucy among the guests of 
the Twin Mountain Hotel demand that the 
scandal be ignored in the parlors and 
halle, but it is a notorious fact that the affair is 
uppermost in the minds of all, A gentleman 
who has been a guest there ever since Mr.

At the beginning of one of the applications 
for a policy is a clanse in these words : 

That if a policy is tesued upon thie application it will 
be issued oaly on the express condition that said ap- 
plication is to be deemed and taken to be an express 
warranty of the truth of the answers contained there- 
in and in the statements or documents annexed or ac- 
companying the same (if. any), and that said applica- 
tion, statements, and documents shall be deemed to 
forms part and parcel of such policy. And if the 
said application, statements, or documents are in any 
respect untrue, then such policy will be void and of 
no effect either to the insured or any party interested 
therein. 

Mr. Beecher made his application with a full 
knowledge of this clause. Should he die the 
payment of that policy will be withheld for litiga- 
tion in consequence of the marked discrepancy 
between his statement to the examining phy- 
sician and in his application and that he made 
before the Committee.

The Case as Viewed by the KReligious 
Press. 
From the Boston Concregationalrst, 

We think the conolusiveness of the Commit- 
tee’s decision will to a great extent depend upon 
the sympathetic character of the minds receiv- 
ing it. With some temperamenta, and some 
predilections, and some habits of thought, it will 
falinforce. Some men of torpid imagination, 
secant charity, and tremendous consciousness, will 
never find themselves able to look at it in that 
light. Others who can make it easy to put 
themselves in Mr. Beecher’s place; who 
are given in their own habits to rash acts 
and strong language, and who have a 
gift at “slopping over“; will have no 

ifficulty whatever in accepting the report, and 
indorsing in the fullest manner its judgments. 
While between these two extremes will doubtless 
be found a large body of persons, not very de- 
ficient m candor, and not specially clouded by 
prejudice, who have been intensely anxious to 
see their way clear toa prompt and hearty ver- 
dict of acquittal, but ‘who have not yet quite 
caught the Commuttee’s clue through the lab- 
yrinth, and so are left to flounder still in the 
chill fog of uncertainty. On the one hand, they 
do not believe that Mr. Beecher can be guilty ; 
while, on the other, they do not see how—in the 
face of all that seems to be true—can be estab- 
lished the fact of luis innocence. They will think 
that his own statement, and the Committee's 
report, are good as far as they go, but are in- 
complete in that they fail to meet all the phases 
of the case, and are in danger of being set aside 
by a fuller presentation of evidence, could such 
be proc And they will feel that a rigid 
treatment of the whole subject in some high 
court of justice, having the power to compel 
and cross-examine witnesses under the 
penalties of perjury, offers to the whole truth 
the oniy chance of getting uttered; while, if the 
Committees view of Mr. Beecher’s case be the 
correct one, this would now seem the most wel- 
come of all resorts to kim. . 

For ourselves, we have felt, from the begin- 
ning of thie sad and mysterious case, that the 
spiritually peychological aspects of it impera- 
tively forbade the theory of Mr. Beecher’s guilt. 
That any human being could preach, pray, and 
write as—in the Life of Christ where— 
he has done, and at the same time be the aban- 
doned wretch which (with the guilt, and its 
brazen denial) om Mr. Tilton’s theory he must 
be, would be more inconceivable to us than—we 
had almost said—any amount of improbable, or 
seemingly impossible, alternatives that might be 
piled up, never so high, on the other side. And 
we are free to say that the report of the Commit- 
tee, and the action of the church thereon (with 
all drawbacks altowed to a reasonable lack of 
impartiality on their part), have given us impor- 
tant help toward the firmer and more intelligent 
holding of our instinetave faith in Henry 
Beecher.

There are those 
who will be confirmed by it in their feeling of 
Mr. Beecher’s entire innocence.

The Committee of Plymoutn Church, appoint- 
ed to investigate the charges against Mr. Beech- 
er, made their report on Friday last. It was two 
months since they began their inguiries. Dur- 
ing this time they had held numerous meetings, 
and examined a great number of witnesses. The 
result was a unanimous decision that Mr. Beech- 
er was completely exonerated from all accusa- 
tions, and was worthy of their fullest coufidence. 
Mr. Moulton’s testimony was, of course, lert 
pretty much out of the account, inasmuch as he 
did not make his statement before the Commit- 
tee, but only published it afterward, when his 
own character was assailed. Great indignation 
was manifested against him, and his appearance 
near the close of the meeting was the occasion 
of a scene which had nearly ended ma riot. On 
leaving the church, he was hustled by the crowd, 
and had to be protected bythe police. We pre- 
sume the more sober members of the con- 
gregation will regret this attempt at personal 
violence, which was the only incident that 
marred the evening. The audience at the church 
was immense, and the reading of the report was 
received with enthusiastic acclamations. We 
wish that this might be the end of this wretched 
business. But it now seems likely that the case 
will be dragged into the courts, and ended only 
by the verdict of a jury.

Whatever of truth may be in the announce- 
ment that a party of American capitalists have 
combined to buy grain, there is little room to 
deubt that a capital of some $5,000,000 has 
been subecribed in Canada for the purpose of 
furnishing additional transportation tween 
the West and Europe. The bulk of this money 


will be put into vessels, lake and ocean, and’ 


the scheme promises to pay, notwithstanding 
the depressed condition of water-carriers at pres- 
ent. The Canadian route is now so well patron- 
ized that the steamer-room is eagerly caught up 
in advance of ite arriva! in this port, The grain 
movement to and via Canada is active. 

The leading produce markets were rather lees 
active to-day, with an unsteady feeling in many 
departments, the variations in price being 
larger than psual. The receipts of grain exhib- 
ited a slight increase, and the shipping move- 
ment was less active, being partially repressed 
by the stronger feeling in lake freights. 

The dry goods market was essentially un- 
changed. There was fair activity in most de- 
partments, and, with the exception of bleached 
and brown cottons, which are still somewhat 
unsettied, there is a,steady tone to the mar- 
ket. In staple and fancy groceries there was 
a reasonably active movement.* Both local 
and country buyers were ordering with 
fair liberality, and. aside from coffees, 
in which a e decline is noted, full former rates 
were being realized. The sugar market con- 
tinues excited and advancing, the different 
grades moving up an nc to-day. Butter 
was quiet and weak. Cheese was steady and un- 
changed. No changes were apparent in the coal, 
bagging, leather, and tobacco markets. Dried 
fruits rule dull and weak—especially domestics. 
Fish were firm, and in good demand. 

At the lumber-yards a fair number of orders 
were received and placed. The common quali- 
ties werg rather weak, owing to the competition 
between dealers. The receipts at the docks 
were very small, and the market was little bet- 
ter than nominal. Metals, hardware, and nails 
were in fair interior demand, and 
steady. Iron was firm at 64.90% 3.20 
for bar. Brick, lime, cements, and other 
building materials were in fair local demand at 
unchanged — The supply, especially of 
common brick, is heavy, and . is little prob- 
ability of a change in prices. Hay was scarce 
and firm. Seeds were more quiet, but steady, 
andthe higher grades of timothy were firm. 
The receipts of potatoes were larger, and prices 
a shade easier. Green fruits were abundant and 
easy. 

Highwines were inactive and firm, in sym- 
pathy with strength in corn here, and in wines 
at otiftr points.

LUMBER. 

The Manistee Standard gives an interesting 
account of the development of the lumber busi- 
ness at that point. The average quantity cut 
per day at present is 1,238,000 feet, which 
below the full capacity of the 

, the depressed condition of the market 
having caused manufacturers to cut down their 
expenses as much as possible. Nearly all the 
mills are now running only about one-half or 
three-quarters of their full capacity, and one 
capable of cutting over 100,000 feet per day bas 
not been started this season. Manistee has re- 
cently assumed importance asa manufacturing 
point for a superior quality of shingles. Within 
the past year four first-class shingie-mills have 
been erected, and the manufacture has been in- 
creased over 150 per cent since last year. The 
average number manufactured per day, this 
season, are 645,000. The Manistee mills also 
turn out about 190,000 lath and 12,000 pickets. 
The lumber business at this point fur- 
nishes employment to 1,095 men, and, inelud- 
ing those engaged in drawing and sorting 
logs, 1,445 men. The Standard estimates that 
the quantity of lumber sawed this season will be 
one-fourth jess than last, and not more than 
one-fourth as many logs will be carried over. 
The Big and Little Manistee Rivers will be clear- 
ed of logs for the first time in many years.

Discussion of the Question, Who 
May Depose a Minister ? 


The Union---Aid for Churches. 


THE MINISTERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The regular monthly meeting of the Baptist 
Ministers’ Association of Chicago and vicinity 
wes held yesterday morning at the rooms, 61 
Washington street. About forty ministers were 
present, The Rev. Dr. T. W. Goodgpeed was in 
the chair, and Alex. Blackburn, Secretary. 

REPORTS 

from the different pastors were heard, which 
were of the most satisfactory character, showing 
an addition of thirty-four to the membership of 
the church during the month of August. Dr. 
Manly, President of Georgetown College, Ken- 
tucky, and the Rev. Mr. Robinson, of New York, 
were among the distinguished visitors. 


The Rev. Dr. Whitehead, of the North Star 
Baptist Church, moved that hereafter reporters 
be requested to absent themselves from the 
meetings of the Association. The motion was 
lost by a standing vote. 

THE REV. A. L. VAIL 
delivered the usual skeleton sermon, from He- 
brewexil.,4. The “skeleton” was highly com- 
mended by the present. 
Dr. Northrup, of the Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, reported that he had received thirty new 
applicants for scholarship for the coming scho- 
lastic term, and that the future of the institu- 
tion never looked brighter. 
THE APPOINTED DISCUSSION 
upon the question, Is it the Church or the 
Council that ordains and deposes ministers?” 
was then taken up, the Rev. A. J. Frost speak- 
ing in behalf of tae Council, and Dr. W. W. 
Everts in bebalf of the Church. 
DE. FROST 
spoke substantially as follows: He said their 
views are beld in relation to ordination and 
deposition. One class maintain that both these 
acts resids in a single person, viz.: the Bishop of 
adiocese. Another class are the Independents, 
who hold that the power of ordaining and depos- 
ing is vested in the church. He believed that 
the truth lay between these two classes—that 
neither the church nor the Bishop, but the 
Presbytery or Council, was invested with 
authority to ordain and depese. He substantiated 
his position by four arguments, drawn from 
Scripture, history, reason, and practice. 

In the Scriptures, he said, we find the act of 
ordimation performed bv the Presbytery, or by 
men in sacred office. The church chose, but 
the ordaining was by the laying on of bands by 
the Apostles. Saul and Barnabas ordained 
Elders for the churches; the churches did not 
do it for themselves or others. He who pre- 
sumes to ordain aman alone, ventures to do 
what the great Apostie would not perform. 

History shows that ordination is the work of @ 
Council of Elders. The testimony of the Apos- 
tolic Fatbers, as well asthe Greek aod Latin 
oe. isall on this side of the question. A 
whole Volume might be drawn from the Englich 
Church alone to show that ordination was reste i 
in the Council falone. 
duced a long list of authorities showing prece- 
dents. 

Reason teaches the true method of ordinatioa. 
Civil law declares that a man may enjoy all the 
rights possibie, provided he docs not infringe 
upon the rights of others. We glory in our 
liberty, but uberty is not the right to do any- 
thing that is wrong. There may be church in- 
dependence, but there is no such thing as moral 
independence. Our churches are independent 
of each other locally, but dependent upon each 
other for mutual protection. If a church in 
ordaiuing a minister does not respect the other 
churches, it loses their association and fellow- 
ship. It is said, if a church ordains a pastor for 
itself it is a valid ordination, but I very 
much question the validity of chat or- 
dination which tramples on divine 
authority. Can a Baptist church 
ordain for its pastor a minister who bad been 
deposed by a Council? The ministry of the 

: Church is a class distinct, and as such is 

m a large degree responsible for the 

character of ite members. If one of that class 

is honored, all are honored; if one is disgraced, 

all of the class suffer with it. And shall not 
they, as a class, say who shall belong to it? 

The Church decides who shali belong to the 
Chureh, and shall not the Presbytery say who 
shail belong to it? The question arses: Is 
the ministry an office, or is it not? If it is not, 
then all are ministers; if it is, then only those 
are such who are set apart to it. The very fact 
that a church has appointed a man to office 
shows that to him certain powers are dele- 
gated. I do not hold that a council 
has independent and undeserved power. —legis- 
lative, executive or judicial. But when such 
— are delegated to it by the churches, if, 

the right to use them. If a man is ordamed 
by and fora church he would have to be reor- 
dained for any other church. His authority to 
preach comes from God ; his right to preach in 
a church comes from that church; his right to 
preach under the auspices of a denomination 
comes from the denomination as represented 
in the Council of its elders. The church may 
choose a man for ordination, and the council 
may refuse to ordain. The appointment of a 
church is of no avail without the sanction of the 
council. The church authorizes the Counci!,— 
the Council authorizes the candidate. 

Those who advocate that churches should or- 
dain are obliged to admit that it is ouly theo- 
reticaily the church, and practically the Council 
that ordains and deposes. Now either their 
theory or practice.is night. Which? Even the 
advocates of church authority admit 
that church o though valid, is irreg u- 
lar. The fact is, Scripture, history, reason, and 
practice point to the Council only as having au- 
thority to ordain and depose. 

DR. EVERTS 
then addressed the meeting, in substance, as 
foliows : 

Those wh? contend for ordination by Council 
confuse ordination with recognition. Is not the 
essence of ordination the appointment to oſhce, 
and not the recognition of office? The recog- 
nition is important fon purposes of fellowship. 
The Scriptural references to substantiate the 
Council’s power to ordain and depose are without 
application—a mere fallacy. If the officer is 
above the church, then the Council has the 
power ; if the church is above the servant, then 
the church is invested with the power. if the 
officers are ter than the church, the church 
is destroy Church history shows corruption 
and iniquity wherever the church has been super- 
seded in authority by its officers or agents. Inde- 
pendence, the speaker claimed, was the saving 
power of the Baptist Church. 

But for its independence, the lamentable 
scandal which pervaded Baptist circlesin this 
city some time ago would yet be alive, and by 
this time have almost buried the local church. 
He claimed the Baptists to be “ strict construc- 
tionists,” and defied any authority beyond the 
church rules. Church independence was a mere 
mockery, unless the church is acknowledged in- 
vested with power to make preachers. The rule 
of the Church in the South was that no outside 
body should elect its ministry. The speaker 
then gave reference to the popular divines of 
the th to bear out his argument, and 
closed with predicting that a long train of evils 
would follow the church the momenta power 
outside was acknowledged to be greater than the 
church itself.

was the next speaker: He said that the prevail- 
ing Opinion in the South was that the power of 
the and church in the matter was con- 
eurrent.

NEW CHURCHES. 
The Committee on Church Extension reported 
that two new churches were dedicated last month 


—Thirty-seventh Street and Olivet; and the 


eburch at Winnetka bad been recognized. 

Dr. Everts stated that the Mission in Thirty- 
seventh street opeved ap as nothing had before ; 
there were 130 scholars in the school Sunday. 

AID WANTED. 

Mr. Bush, pastorof the Twenty-fifth Street 
Church, said there was a debt of 610,000 on his 
church, which had been thrown back on them 
since the First Church was burned out. His 

veople were unable to pay the interest, being 
just able to live, and unless the denomination 
aided them the work would have to be given up. 
If the field was not deserted, in two or three 
years the membership would increase to 500 or 
600, and the Sunday-school have from 1,000 to 
1. 200 members. 

Mr. DeWolf, of the North Church, also made 
an appeal for aid: the rent of his church was 
due, and the owner of the property wanted it. 

Mr. Ellis moved that a movement be made in 
all the churches, on the third Sabbath morning 
of this month, to secure contributions and sub- 
scriptions for the benefit of the fund for the use 
of the Union, and that the Committee on Church 
Extension be requested to furnish the facts and 
statistics of the needs of the various feeble in- 
terests. 

This prowoked considerable debate, the majori- 
ty saying that it would be unadvieable to take up 
a collection sooner than October, since ft was 
generally understood that appeals were to be 
made on the first Sunday in that month. 

The motion was finally withdrawn, and Mr. 
Ellis moved that the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee decide upon some day on which the churches 
of the city shall uuitedly take collections for the 
benefit of work in the city, and that the Com- 
mittee be instructed to furnish the pastors with 
the necessary facts bearing upon the work. 

The motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Kermott moved that the undesignated 
proceeds of the collections be divided pro rata 
among the different interests to which the 
Board was piedged, on the basis of their appli- 
cat ton. 

More talk followed. it being decided that notes 
which had gone to protest should be paid first. 
Hence the motion did not meet with much favor, 
aod it was withdrawn. 

Mr. Blackall moved that all undesignated 
funds received in answer to the appeal be ex- 
pended at the discretion of the Executive Com- 
mittee, without reference to any claim made upon 
the funds by parties who may be represented 
in the appeal. Agreed to. 

The Board then adjourned.

MORE LIGHT WANTED.

Your Committee on Ju „to whom was referred 
the opinion of the Corporation Counsel in relation to 
the election of architects for City Hall, having had the 
same under advisement, respectfully report: That

duties be so defined as to include the usual architects’ 
duties in and about the construction of a City-Hall, 
and may they not also select one or more architects to 
fill said office? 4, If this Council has any legal au- 
thority to select an architect or architects for the pro- 
posed City-Hall, or has any legal authority to have any 
voice in such selection, indicate fully bow this authori- 
ty is to beexercised, In fine, please state what, if any, 
rights and duties are imposed upon this Council by 
existing laws in and about the construction of the pro- 
posed City-Hali,

Ald. Campbell moved to reconsider the vote 
taken last week by which was placed on file® 
resolution offered by him, and ordering the 
Police Department to enforce the ordinance re- 
lating to gambling-houses. 

The Cnair ruled the motion out of order, be- 
cause the action of the Council had been ap- 
proved by the Mayor. 

Ald. Campbell said: ‘‘So much the worse for 
the Mayor, who has interfered in this matter in 
a disgraceful manner.” He asked unanimous 
consent to introduce the resolution over again. 

Ald. Cullerton and White objected, and the 
Chair ruled that the resolution was out of order.

THE CITY OF PEKING. 


Thousand Sostonians Visit 
the Mammoth Steamer. 

Boston, Sept.7.—The City of Peking met with 
a very enthusiastic welcome here to-day. She 
anchored off Long Wharf this morning, and was 
at once thrown open to the public. Tugs had 
been chartered to ply between the vessel and 
wharf, and the great ship has been surrounded 
with small craft of ail kinds during the entire 
day. A coustant stream of vimtors has been 
pouring to and fro, and no less than 30,000 per- 
sons have visited the ship yore the day and 
evening, the wharf being crowded all,day by 
eople waiting to be taken off by the tugs. A 
arge force of policemen was detailed to assist in 
conducting the business of transportation and 
preserve order. 

At about 11 o’clock a. m. a message was 
brought on board from Mayor Cobb, extending 
an invitation to the Directors in charge of the 
excursion and officers of the vessel to drive with 
him. The invitation was deciined on ac- 
count of the necessity for the presente 
of these officers on the ship, and an 
invitation was sent to Mayor Cobb and 
the city authorities to visit the vessel. This was 
accepted, and Messrs. Talcott, Alexander, and 
Forrest waited on the municipal officers and 
escorted them on board at 2 o'clock, where they 
were received and entertained at lunch, and 
afterwards shown over the vessel, which they 
examined in all its parts with great interest. 
>In the evening the Peking was gayly decor- 
ated and hung with lanterns. A brass band 
from the city and a number of vocalists came on 
board, and contributed to the evening's enter- 
tainment.

After an absence of four years, Joseph Jeffer- 
son returns to tbe Chicago public, bringing with 
him the drama with which his name will be ever 
associated in history, the joint production of 
Washington Irving, Dion Boucicault, and 
Joseph Jefferson. It was played last evening to 
an exceilent house, with a crowded second tier, 
and well-filled circles above and below. It was 
mounted with care, skill, and taste, and acted 
by the stock company, so far as their share of 
the piece was concerned, in the best spirit, and 
with more or less excellence. Of course, the 
accessories are insignificant, their full force 
being brought to bear upon Rip. There is only 
the thankless part of Gretchen for Mrs. Allen, 


and she plays it well. 

The part which absorbs the entire interest of 
the play is Mr. Jefferson's Rip Van Winkle, and 
in view of such perfection in histrionie art the 
audieuce for once can feel grateful for the fact 
that the principal is about the only figure. In 
approaching such a performance for the purpose 
of criticising it, a writer cannot but feel the ut- 
most diffidence. It is so exquisitely perfect that 
there is nothiug to do but write upon its beauties, 
and, but that the theme is well-nigh inexhausti- 
ble, it had long ago been wriiten out. The 
tribute of praise which the time would allow a 
critic to offer after a performance would be 
small with what has already been 
said, and one feels a reluctance to merely add 
his little share to the general mass. But we are 
expected to say something of the performance, 
and that can be said briefly. 

The ill-health which at one time threatened to 
rob the stage of one of its brightest ornaments 
has fortunately left Rip unscathed. As we 
remember it four years ago it has lost nothing. 
It is the same perfect, symmetrical per- 
sonation that it ever was. Nothing is 
wanting. The quiet, delicate, spontancous 
humor of the first two acts, and 
the deep, half-expressed pathos of the 
last are what they ever were. The 
reckloss vagabopd of Falling Water has our sym- 
pathies from the outset, and by some undetinable 
mental and moral process we ignore his vaga- 
bondism, and find only the generous, lovable dis- 
position at the bottom of it. It cannot be the 
art which closes our eyes to what is really deapic- 
able and wretched. There is something more 
in the personality of the actor which throws into 
strong relief the simplicity and amiability of the 
character, and casts the darker side of it into 
obscurity. ‘here is always a lurking sentiment 
of justice in the human mind, and that 
sentiment would condemn ip heartily. 
the sympathies well up against 
that just verdict, and we share the puntsument 
he meets with, and never call to mind the fact 
that he has deserved his fate. The first two acts 
are genuine hearty pleasure. The last is one of 
the tenderest, gentlest, most pathetic pictures 
the mind can conjure up. The humor is so ad- 
mirably subjected as to heighten the picture, 
and by the very contrast between the freshness 
of the fancy and the decrepitude of the actual 
figure, that tears will, in spite of the most deter- 
mined efforts, force themselves to the eye. The 
whole act 1s intensely pathetic. It is one long- 
drawn sob over the past. It is so exquisitely, in- 
cidentally plaintive, that it carries our sympathies 
with it. The perfect art with which the uncon- 
sciousness of age and its stern demands is portray- 
ed is almost lost in the reality of the effect, and # 
is this unconsciousness which appeals to our pity. 
The half-humorous inquiry whether there is any 
one living in the Village of Faliing Water is pa- 
thetic in arare degree. It is not the stock pa- 
thos of the stage, which calls out the ever-ready 
handkerchief over the fate of Cami, or even of 
Juliet or Ophelia. It is apart from any of this, 
The utter desolation of heart that it implies is 
beyond all expression in words, as the 
creator of the character is beyond all charac- 
terization. And the scene with Meenie is 80 
absolutely and powerfully Nature herself that 
the auditor throws aside all self-restraint, for- 
gets that he has paid a fee tosee a representation 
on the stage, and gives himself up to the spell of 
the actor. It is useless to make comparisons. 
There is but one Rip Van Winkie, and Mr. Jef- 
ferson is he. 

Before his engagement expires, Mr. Jefferson 
promises us a round of some of the old comedies, 
aud the prospect should warm up the heart of 
every loVer of dramatic art. It will be a treat 
such as is rarely accorded us. Rip Van Win- 
kle“ will be repeated every night this week.

London Threatened with am ‘Ant 
Plague. 

No little anxiety, says the Pall Mall Gazette, 
has been caused in the neighborhood of London 
during the last few days by the sudden appear- 
ance of myriads of ants. A vanguard of these 
insects has been seen marching over Waterloo 
Bridge, and it is impossible to deny that our po- 
sition is at the present moment one of extreme 
peril. Atany moment the invading army may be 
upon us, and we shall then be exposed to all 
the horrors of an ant plague. ‘Those who 
are accustomed to look at the 
an industrious but insignificant creature 
will probably smile at lea 
of its presence, even in swarms, being a source 
of serious inconvenience. Without any wish to 
cause an unnecegsary panic, but merely with the 
view of preparing Londoners for possible con- 
tingencies, it may be as well to call attention to 
the proceedings of an army of ants that some 
years ago invaded the Island of Grenada. The 
ants on that occasion ‘* descended from the hills 
like torrents, and the plantations, as well as 
every patifand road for miles, were filled with 
them. Rais, mice, and reptiles of every kind 
became ay easy prey to them, and even the birds, 
which they attacked whenever they lighted on 
the ground for search of food, were so harassed 
as to be at length unable to resist them. Streams 
of water opposed only a temporary obstacle to 
their progress; the foremost rushing blindly on 
certain death and fresh armies instantly follow- 
ing, till a bank was formed of the carcasses of 
those which were drowned sufficient to dam up 
the waters and allow the main body to pass over 
in safety. Even fire was tried withouteffect. When 
it was lighted to arrest their route, they rushed 
into the blaze in such myriads as to extinguish 
it.” To such straits was the unfortunate island 
reduced by the ants that a reward of £20,000 was 
offered, but in vain, for an effectual means of 
destroying them; and it was not until a hurri- 
cane in 1730 came and blew them away and 
drowned them—doing, by the way, almost more 
mischief than the ants—that Grenada was freed 
from these terrible destroyers.
